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DETAILED ACTION 

The response to the election/restriction filed on June 6, 2003 has been entered. By this 
response, group II (claims 2-4) has been elected without traverse, and claims 1-6 are now still 
pending in the application. An action on the elected claims 2-4 followed: 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 8 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. In claim 2, line 5, the claimed "an rpm" should be corrected to "a rpm". 

b. In claim 2, line 10, the claimed "to changed in the learned value" should be corrected to 
" no changed in the learned value". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

a. In claim 3, lines 5-7, the claimed "and if the threshold value after the convergence ... has 
been set" seems to be an incomplete statement, it is not clear when the threshold value 
after the convergence has been set, what action should be done. 

b. In claim 4, line 6, the claimed "in the latter case" is ambiguous, it is not clear what the 
"latter case" should be. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sawa et al (US 
6,024,671). 

As per claim 2-4, Sawa teaches an abnormality detecting apparatus for an automatic 
speed changer which comprises: a speed change control means and a learn control means (col.3, 
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lines 28-67; col.4, lines 1-24). Sawa, further teaches a counter for counting the non-change in 
the learn value for determining the converging status (col.31, lines 30-39). Sawa does not 
explicitly teach determining abnormality when the learn value is change again after the 
converged status is determined. However, since Sawa teaches determining abnormality when the 
gear ratio is between a predetermined range (col.28, lines 1-21), Sawa obviously includes 
teaching determining abnormality status of the vehicle when the vehicle has previously been 
judged as normal (with converging status) then later the failure is detected. Further, storing a 
condition of the vehicle for later references would have been well known. 



As per claim 3, Sawa teaches setting threshold value for a learn value (fig. 17-20). 



As per claim 4, Sawa teaches judging the change of the learn value in both direction 
(KG1 and KG2fig.l8). 

Cited Prior Arts
